O ur responsibility is 1(1 express an opinion on these general purpose financial statem ents 
based on our audit. 

Except as discussed in the following paragraph, wc conducted our audit in accordance w ith generally 
accepted auditing standards and the standards applicable to finmlcial audits contained in Government 
Auditing Standards', issued the Com ptroller General of the United States. Those standards require 
that w e pleal and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the general l~urpose 
financial statem ents are fi'ec of m aterial m isstatem ent. An audit includes exam ining, on a test basis, 
evidence supporting the am ounts and disclosures in the general purpose financial statem ents. A n 
audit also includes assessing the acconnting principles used and significant estim ates lnadc by 
lnanagem ent, as w ell as evaluating the overall general purpose financial statem ent presentation. W e 
believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinion. 

Govern m ental A ccounting Stmldards Board Technical Bulletin 98-1, l~}isclosures about Ycar 2000 
Issues, requires disclosure of certain m atters regarding the year 2000 issue. The Clerk of Court of 
Rapides Parish has included such disclosures in N ote 17. Because of the unprecedented nature of 
the year 2000 issue, its effects arid the success of related rem ediation efforts w ill not be fully 
determ inable until the year 2000 and thereafter. Accordingly, insufficient audit evidence exits to 
supporI The Clerk ofCourl ofRapidcs Parish's disclosures with respect to the year 2000 issue m ade 
in N ote 17. ]"urther, w e do not provide assurance that the Clerk of Court of Rapides Parish's year 
2000 rem ediation efforts w ill be successful in whole or in part, or that parties w ith w hich the Clerk 
of Court of Rapides Pm'ish does business w ill be year 2000 ready. 

In our" opinion, except for the effects of such adjustments, if any, as naight have been determined to 
bc necessary had w c been able to exam ine evidence regarding year 2000 disclosures, the general 
purpose financial statelncnts referred to above present faM y in all m aterial respects, the financial 
position of the Clerk of Court of Rapides Parish, as of June 30, 1999, and the resnlts of its operations 
for' the year then ended in conform ity w ith generally accepted accounting principles. 
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b~ accordance wilh (k)vcm m en{ A udiiing Standards, ~.v~ have also issued our rcporI daled I)ecem ber 
23, 1999 on our consideration of lhe Clerk of Court of Rapidcs Parish's internal control over 
limm cial reporting and our lesls of ils com pliance w ilh certain provisions of laws

, regulalions, 
Colllracls and grants. 

O ur audil was m ade for ~he purpose of /'ovm ing an opinion on Ihe general Im rposc financial 

slalcm cnls taken as a whole. The supplem enlary il~form ation listed in the table of contents is 
prcsenled tbr im rposed of addilioual analysis and is not a required pal of the general purpose 

financial statements. Such information has been subjecled to lhe procedures applied in the atldit of 
lhe general purpose financial statem ents and, in our opinion, is lidrly stated in all m atcria! respects 
i~ rclaliol~ lo lhe general purpose financial stalem ents takcn as a whole.

1. SUM M A RY O F SIG N IFICA NT ACCO UN TING PO LICIES 

A . Basis of Presentation 

'l'he accom panying financial statem ents oflhe Rapidcs Parish Clerk of Court have been 

prepared in conformity wilh Generally Accepted Accounting P,'ineiples (GAAP) as 
applied lo goverJm mnlal tlnJls. The Governm enlal A ccomllJng Slandards 13oard 

(GASB) is the accepted standard-setting body for establishing governmental accounting 
and financial reporting principles. 

B. Reporting Entity 

A s the governing authority of the parish, for reporting purposes, the Rapidcs Parish 
Police JuD, is the financial reporting entity for Rapides Parish. The financial reporting 

cntity consists of (a) thc primary governmcnt (police jury), (b) organizations for which 
the primary government is financially accountable, and (c) other organizations for 
w hich nature and significance of their relationship w ith the prilnary governm ent are 
such that exclusion w ould cause the reporting entity's financial statem ents to be 
m isleading or incom plete. 

GA SB Statem ent N o. 14 established criteria for dcterm ining which com ponent units 
should be considcred part of the Rapides Parish Police Jury for financial reporting 
purposes. The basic criterion for including a potential com ponent unit w ithin ~he 
reporting entity is financial accountability. The GA SB has set forth criteria to be 
considc,'ed in determ ining tinancial accountability. This criteria includes:

C . Fund A ccounting 

The Clerk of Court uses the funds and account groups to report on its financial 
posilion and Ibe results of its operalions. Fund accounting is designed to dcm onslrate 
legal colnl)liance and to aid financial m anagelnent by segregating transactions relating 
to certain govern m ent functions or activities. A fund is a separate aeeounling entity 
w ith a self-balancing set of accounts. On the other band, an account group is a 
financial reporting device designed to provide accountability lbr certain assets and 
liabilities that arc not recorded ira the funds because they do not directly affect net 
expendable financial resources. Funds of the Clerk of Court are classified ira to two 
categories: govem naental and fiduciary. In turn , each category is divided into scparale 

fund types.

FID UCIA RY FUN 1)S 

Fiduciary funds account for assets hcld on behalf of outside parties, including other 
govermnenls, or on behalf of other foods within the Clerk of Court. The fiduciary 
fund includcs the follow ing: 

AG ISN CY FUN DS 

The advauce deposit, registry of court, judiciary fee and court appointed special 
advocate fund are used to account for assets held as all agent for individuals, el cetera 
while the deferred com peusafion agency fund accounts for em ployee contributions and 
earnings that are held by a third party adm inistrator on behalf of certain part-tilne, 
seasonal and tem poraly em ployees. In accordance wilh Internal Revenue Code 457, 
the Rapides Parish Clerk of Court retains title to the assets and acts as agent for the 

employee fund. All agency timds are custodial in nature (assets equal liabilities) 
and do not involvc m easurenlenl of results of operations.

I). Basis of A ccounting 

The accounting and financial reporting trcahncm applied to a fund is determ ined by 
iIS nlcasI3rclllon~ focus. A ll goverllulcn|~tl t"lJnds ~lle accoulllcd for 13sing ~l ctlrFelll 
financial resources m easurem enl focus. W ith Ibis ineasurem ent focus, only curlcut 
assets and current liabilities are generally included on Ihe balance sheet. Operating 
statem ents of these funds present increased and decreases in net current assets. The 
m odified accrual basis of accounting is used by all governm ental funds and the agency 
funds. Under the m odified accrual basis of accounting, revenues arc recognized w hen 

susceptible to accrual (i.e., when they become both measurable and available). 
"M easurable" m eans collectible w ithin the current period or soon enough thereafter 
to be used to pay liabilities of the current period. The governm ental fnnds use the 
% llow ing practices in recording revenues and expenditures: 

R evenues 

Rccordings, cancellations, court attendancc, crim inal costs, ct cctcra, arc 
recorded in the year ill which they are earned. 

Interest earn ings on tim e deposits are recorded whcn the tim c deposits have 
m atured and the interest is available. 

Substantially all other revelm es arc recorded when reccived 

Expenditures 

l'urchases of various operating supplies are recorded as expcnditures in the 
accounting period they are purchased. Colnpensated absences arc recognized 

as expenditures when leave is actually taken or the employees (or heirs) are 
paid for accrued leave upon retirem ent or dcatb, while tlle cost of leave 
privileges not requiring current resources is recorded in the general long- 
term liabilities account group. 

Salaries arc recorded as expenditures w hen earned 

Principal and interest on general long-term debt are recognized w hen duc. 
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Substantially all other expenditures are rccognized when the relatcd 
fund liability has been incurred. 

OTIIER FINAN(21NG SOllI{CES (USES) 

Transfers between fimds that are not expcc~.ed to be repaid, sales of assets and 

capitalized leases are accounted for as other financing sources (uses). 
These other financing sources (uses) are recognized at the time the 
underlying events occur. 

E. BudgetatT Practice 

The proposed budget for the 1999 fiscal year was m ade available for public inspection 
at the Clerk's office on June 12, 1998. The public hearing, which w as for the purpose 
of adopting the budget was held at tim Clerk's office on June 30, 1998. The Clerk of 
('ourt follow s these procedures in establishing the budgetary data reflected in the 
financial statem ents: 

l?orm al budgetary integration is em ployed as a m auagem eut control 
device for the Clerk's salary fund. The budget is adopted on a basis 

consistent wflh Generally Accepted Accounting Principles (GAAP). 

The Clerk of Court approves all budget line item s 

I.Jlm sed appropriations for all annual budgetary funds lapse at the 
end of the year. 

The budget am ounts shown in the financial statem ent are final 
authorized am ounts as revised during the year. 

F. Cash and Cash Equivalenls 

In the governm cnlal fund and agency funds, cash and cash equivalents include 
am ounts in all denm nd deposits, interest bearing delnand deposits and tim e dcposits 
w ith original m aturities of three m onths or less from the date of acquisition. 
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llveslm ellts are slalcd at cost or am ortized cost, except 1"oi iuvcstm euls ill tile 
)cfcrred Com pensation Agency Fund which arc reported at nlarkcl value. 

I1. Fixed A ssets 

Fixed assets of governm ental funds are recorded as expenditures at the tim e they arc 

purchased and lhe related assels are capilalJzed (rcporled) in the general fixed assels 
account group. 

General fixed assets provided by the parish police jury are not rccorded within tile 
general fixed assets account group. N o depreciation has been provided on the general 
fixed assets. 

A ll fixed assets arc valued at historical cost after June 30, 1980. Prior to June 30, 
1980, assets valued at estim ated historical cost if historical cost was not available. 
Estim ated historical cost for assets acquired prior to June, 1980, was determ ined by 
using estim ated m arket value at the tim e of acquisition. 

Long Term  O bliga|ions 

l,ong-term liabilities expected to be financed from governlnental funds arc accounted 
for ill the general long-term liabilities account group, not in the general fund. 

The tw o account groups are not "finlds." They arc concerned only w ith the 
m easurem ent of financial position and do not involve m easurem ent of results of 
operations. 

J. Com pensated A bsences 

The Clerk of Court has the following policy related to annual leave: Twelve days 
annual leave are accrued per year to all full tim e em ployees. A fter an em ployee has 
bccn elnployed for 12 consecutive years, a total of fifteen days per year w ill accrue.

Sick leave shall be credited to pem lanent full lim e em ployccs at the follow ing 
rates:

Data in the colunm  does not 
present financial position in conformity with generally accepted accounting principlcs. 
N either is such data com parable to a consolidation, lnterfmld elim inations havc nut 
been m ade in the aggregation of this data.

These deposits are stated at cost, which approxim ates m arket. Under state law , these 
deposits (or lhe resulting bank balances) must be secured by tim federal deposit insm'ance or 
the pledge of securities owned by, the fiscal agenl bank. The m arket value oflbe pledged 
securities plus the federal deposit insurance m ust at all tim es equal tlle mnount on deposit 
with the fiscal agent bank. These securities are held in the nam e of the pledging fiscal agent 
bank in a holding or custodial bank that is m utually acceptable to both parties

. 

At June 30, 1999, the clerk has $1,145,433 in dcposits (collected bank balances). These 
deposits arc secured fi'om risk by $307,516 of federal deposit insurance and $837

,917 of 
pledged securities held by the custodial bank in the name of the fiscal agenl bank (GASI', 
Category 3). 

Even though thc pledged securities are considered uncollateralized (Category 3) under the

At year clad, som e of the Clerk's investm ents consisted of nm tual funds with a carrying value 
of $101,202. Them arket value approxim ates thc carrying value. Thedefcrred com pensatkm 
agency fund ow ns 100%  of these ilw estm ents. 

The other investments are certificates of deposits with original maturities of more than (90) 
days. At year end, the Clerk's total investm ent balance in certificates of dcposit was 
$1,415,837, both carrying alnoont and bank balance. Of the bank balance, $400,000 was 
covered by federal depository insurance, $1,015,837 was covered by pledged securities of 
financial institutions which com ply w ith the requirelncnts of I.ouisiana statutcs and no 
am ounts w ere uninsured or uncollateralized. 

The Clerk's lures/meres which are subject to categorization are the certificates of deposit.

by a separate board of trustees. 

A ll regular em ployees who arc under the age of 60 at the tim e of original em ploym ent 
are required 1o participate in the System . Em ployees who relire at or afer age 55 wilh 
at least 12 years of credited service are entitled to a reti,'em ent benefit, payable lnonthly 
for life, equal to 3 percent of their final-average salary fo," each year of credited service, 
not to exceed 100 percent of their final-average salary . Final-average salary is the 

employee's average salary over the 36 consecutive or joined months that produce the 
highest average. Em ployees who term inate w ith at least 12 years of service and do not 
w ithdraw their em ployee contributions m ay retire at or after age 55 and received the 
benefit accrued to their date of term ination. The System also provides death and 
disability benefits. Benefits are established and am ended by state statute. 

The system issues an annual publicly available financial report that includes financial 
statem ents and required supp]em enlary inform ation for the system . That report m ay be 
obtained by writing to the 1,ouisiana Clerks of Court Retirem ent and Relief Fund, 

11745 Bricksome Ave., Suite BI, Baton Rouge, Louisiana 70816, or by calling (504) 
293-1162. 

Plan m em bers arc Ivquired by state statute to contribute 8.25 percent of theft" annual 
covered salary and the Rapides Parish clerk of Court is required to contribute at an 
actuarially determ ined rate. The current rate is 10.00 percent of annual covered payroll. 
Co]]lribulioJ]s to the system also Jnclude one-fourth of one percm~t (one-ha)f of the one 
percent for Orleans Parish) of the taxes shown to be collectible by the tax rolls of each 
parish. The contribution requirem ents of plan m em bers and the Rapides Parish Clerk of 
Court are eslablished by and m ay be am ended by state statute. As provided by R.S. 
11 : 103, the em ployer contributions are determ ined by actuarial valuation and are 

subject to change each year based on the results of the valuation for the prior fscal year. 
The Rapidcs Parish Clerk of Court's contributions to tim system for the years ending 
June 30, 1999, 199g and 1997, were $104,315, $98,776, and $102,279, respectively, 
equal to the required contributions for each year.

The Clerk of ('ourt of P.apides Parish established a deferred com pensation plan in 
accordance w ith Internal Revenue code Section 457, The plan allows participants to defer 
up to 25%  of their salalT until t'u{ure years. O ther tv/irem ent contributions atv considered 
in COlnputing the aggregate contribulion lim it. Excessive deferrals w ill be taxable, The 
deferred com pensation is not available to participants until term ination, retirem ent, death 
or untbreseeable clnergency. 

A ll am ounts of com pensation deferred under the Plan, all property and rights purchased 
w ith those am ounts, and all incom e attributable to those am ounts, property or rights are 

(until paid or made available to the participant or beneficiary) solely the property of the 
Rapides Parish Clerk of Court subject only to the claim of the Clcrk's general credilors. 
Participants' rights under the Plan are equal to those of general creditors of the Clcrk in a 
am ount equal to the fair m arket value of the deferred account for each participant. 

A ll funds paid into the Plan are m anaged by a third party adm inistrator selcctcd by the 
Clerk. I)uring the year the funds were invested by em ployees into m utual funds. At Jane 
30, 1999, investm ents and the corresponding liabilities were recorded in an agency fund 
at the fair m arket value of $101,202. 

It is the opinion of tim Rapidcs Parish Clerk of Courl's legal cotm sel tha~ lhe Clerk has no 
liability for losses under the Plan but does have the duty of due care that woukt be 
required of an ordinary prudent investor.

W e have audited the financial slatem enls of Clerk of Court of Rapides Parish as of and for the year 
ended June 30, 1999, and have issued our report thereon dated Decem ber 23, 1999. W e conducted 
our audit in accordance w flh generally accepted auditing standards and tile standards applicable to 
financial audits contained in Governm ent Auditing Slandards, issued by the Com ptroller Geueral of 
the United States. 

Com pliance 
As part of obtaining reasonable assurance about whether Clerk of Coull of Rapides Parish's financial 
statem ents are flee of m alerial m isstatem ent, w e perform ed tests of ils com pliance w ith certain 
provisions of law s, regulations, contacts and grants, noncom pliance with w hich could have a direct 
m aterial effect on the determ ination of financial statem ent am ounts. However, providing an opinion 

on compliance with those provisions was not all objective of our audit and, accordingly we do not 
express such an opinion. The results of our tests disclosed no instances of noncom pliance Ihal are 
required to be reported under Governm ent Auditing Standards. 

In planning and perform ing our audil, we considered Clerk of Court of Rapides ]'arish's internal 
control over financial reporting ill order to determ ine our auditing procedures for the purpose of 
expressing our opinion on ~.he financial statem ents and not to provide assurance oil the internal 
control over financial rcporting. Our consideration of the internal control over financial reporting 
w ould not necessarily disclose all nlattcrs in tile intern al control over financial reporting that m ight 
be m aterial w eaknesses. A m aterial weakness is a condition in which the design or operation of one 
or m ore of the internal control com ponents does not reduce to a relatively low level the risk that 
m isstatem enls in am ounts that w ould be m aterial in relalion to the financial statelnents being audited 
m ay occur and not be detected w ithin a tim ely period by em ployees in the norm al course of 
l~erform ing their assigned fim clions. W e noted no nmllers involving the internal conh'ol over 
financial reporting and its operalion that we consider to be m aterial weaknesses.
